I owe to Christianity the horror which 
slavery inspired me. My work would 
have seemed incomplete to me, therefore, 
had I not concluded it by a chapter on 
Christianity vnd slavery, designed to de- 
monstra'e in the sequel, aud by the aid of 
so many learned writings, not that Chris- 
tianity has destroyed slavery by itself 
alone, but that it would not have been, will 
not be, abolished without it. 

1 .et those who speak, let those who write, 
never forget that . mancipation in the nine- 
teenth century was, and will be the work of 
the Gospel, the rostrum and the press. 

The power of evil iu thU world is formid- 
able. Centuries a'ter centuries pass over 
China and India without shaking their 
empire. But thanks to Christianity, the 
conscience can speak. Under the reign of 
this holy alliance, evil is not easily cur- 
mounted, butit is unceasingly restless; it is 
forbidden to make itself a tranquil domain 
in the bosom of a regular community. 

In 1773, ten years after the odious treaty 
of 1703, which secured to England the mo- 
nopoly of the slave trade, William Wilber- 
force, then on the benches of the school at 
Poklington, wrote for the first lime against 
this infamous traffic, the very name of 
which was an English word, (ratle trade, 
and which a council held in the city of 
London in 1162 under the presidency o/St. 
Anselm, had interdicted eight hundred 
years before the same object was debated in 
the same city before Parliament. In 1780 
Thomas Clarkson proposed to abolish the 
slave tradf. In 1787, Wilberforca renewed 
the proposition. Seven times presented, 
from 17l»:5 to 1709, the bill seven times fail- 
ed. Successively laid over, it triumphed, 
at length, in 180ti and 1807. All the Chris- 
tian nations followed this memorable ex- 
ample. At the Congress of Vienna, all the 
powers pledged themselves to unite their 
efforts to obtain the entire and final aboli- 
tion of a traffic so odious aud so loudly re- 
proved by the laws of religion and nature. 

The slave trade was abolished in 1808 by 
the Northern United States; in 1811. by 
Denmark, Portugal and Chili; in 1815 by 
France; in 1813, by Sweden; in 1814 and 
1815, by Holland; in 1822, by Spain. In 
this same year, 1822, Wilberforce attacked 
slavery after the slave trade, and won over 
public opinions by appeals and repeated 
meetings, while his friend Mr. Buxtou pro- 
posed emancipation in Parliament. The 
emancipation bill was presented in 1833. 
On the first of August 1834, slavery ceased 
to sully the soil of the English colonies. In 
iS4(5, Sweden, in 1847, Denmark, Uruguay, 
Wallachia, aud Tunis, obeyed the same 
impulse, which France followed in 1848, 
Portugal in 1850, and which Holland prom- 
ised to imitate in lstio. An earnest move- 
ment agitated Brazil. 

Lastly, in 18t>l, the last form of servitude 
disappeared iu Russia; Spain, iu retakiug a 
part of the island of St. Domingo, promised 
never to re-establish slavery there, and the 
anti-slavery cause obtuiued the majority in 
the general elections which raised Abra- 
ham Lincoln to the Presidency of the Uni- 
ted States. 

In a century thejiniliative of .Wilberforce 
uas put slavery to rout or at least called it 
in question over the whole surface of Chris- 
tianity. The destinies of servitude aud 
liberty are at once at stake in the crisis 
which is shaking the new world. This 
combat is the rudest of all, but it will be 
the last. Instead of suffering one's self to 
be overwhelmed by the inconceivable 
slowness of moral progress, it is precisely 
because the last effort is difficult that it is 
necessary to enter into it with all one's 
might, full of faith iu the same triumph of 
the Christian religion, justice, and perse- 
verance over the fonspiracy of interests, 
the obstinacy ot prejudices, the despotic 
torpor of habits. When Wilberforce began, 
the struggle was less advaueed and the 
cause more desperate. 

So . a. mora l ile an example is worthy 
forever to strengthen perseverance. The 
most obscure of men has his duty, aud this 
is my excuse for associating with great 
minds in sending forth a protest against 
evil, as a child does his duty in joining 
with strong men to cast a drop of water 
upon a conllagratiou. 

"The eternal laws bind us to take the 
side of the injured. On this point we have 
BO liberty. To embody and express this 
great truth is in every man's jajwer, and 
thus every man can do something to break 
the chain of slavery."

The Military Commission was engaged 
yesterday and the day belore in the trial of 
of John Lewis for the killing ol" McOrath, 
at Shelhyville. We present the evidence 
lor the prosecution below: 

John McOrath, brother of deceased, testi- 
fied—About live o'clock on the morning of 
the 19th inst., I heard a noise at the market 
house in the rear of the court bouse in Shel- 
byville; I was in my room about twenty 
feet from the market horse; I jumped from 
my bed, ran to the window, looked out and 
observed a negro soldier at the market 
house door with his gun, and trying to get 
the window open; I said nothing to him 
then; he left it and went to the other side of 
the market house and returned with a billet 
of wood, which 1 thought he was going to 
use in breaking the window open; 1 opened 
mpj door and told him not to break it, that 
the agricultural implements might lie in- 
jured; he left and went into the court house; 
I finished dressing about the time the negro 
returned and Knocked at the door; I asked 
what he wanted; he said he wanted to 
see a gentleman in there; he said the 
Captain hai sent him after the key; I told 
him he could not get it; that the gentleman 
who owned it was up stairs in bed; I told 
him that the Captain might or might not 
have the key if he came after it. While the 
conversation was going on a large crowd of 
negroes had gathered, some with and some 
without guns. Some of thtm exclaimed 
"burst open the door;'' "where's an axe?" 
They all left, but soon returned; my broth- 
er dressed at my request, ;i d went into the 
market house to protect his implements; he 
had not been there more than two minutes, 
when 1 heard the report of a gun and saw 
him fall; he died in less than five minutes; 
he was shot through the large part of the 
right thigh, the ball passing through his 
bodv above the l»owels and coming out on 
the left side. 

Would you reeogniz'.' the negro who was 
at the market house iu the morning? 

I have not seen him until this morning 
since the shooting; just after the shooting 
the prisouer ran out of the market house 
with his gun in his hand, muttering some- 
thing; he ran into the Court House through 
the back door. 

Cross-examined— You state that your 
brother was shot from behind; how do you 
know that? Because I saw liiin running 
towards me before 1 heard the report of the 
gun, and he fell on his face. Were there 
auy other negroes there at the time of the 
shooting?

John B. Hastings gave testimony to the 
same effect as John McGrath. He searched 
thd dead to liud his weapons.

ed McGrath not to do it; that McGratl.

iu self defense; he said twice that he had 
shot him; I offered no inducement orthreai 
for this confession; it w as voluntary. 

Cross-examined— I do not know that Mc- 
Grath was in the habit of (tarrying arms; I 
do not know that he was armed that day; I 
do not know whether he ollered any provo- 
cation fat the shooting: it was half an hour 
after the ^hooting before I saw him; he was 
dead; i did not ask the prisoner whether 
he was di ecled to shoot McGrath or not. 

Lieut. Bd. Mitchell, Mtfc Ky. testified that 
In was with Matthews when he had th- 
conversation with the prisoner, and eorrob 
orated Matthew's statement; we questioned 
the prisouer iu a mild manner and used no 
threats; I think McGrath was a loyal man; 
I do not know whether it was the custom to 
lock the market house or not. 

Judge Caldwell testified that the market 
house was the property of the Shelby coun- 
ty court by purcha-e: that McGrath had a 
right to use it as a store room; there was no 
order to lock it, but I directed McGrath to 
luck it. 

Corponl Peter Smith testified that he 
was present iu the market house; thai Mr. 
McGrath e one iu and a*ked prisoner who 
gave him permission to come in the mar- 
ket house; Lewis, the prisoner, replied that 
his Captain gave him permission; McGrath 
told him that he would or could make him 
and the Captain suffer for it; the prisoner 
told him to go off ami not talk about his 
Captain; as McGrath started to leave the 
prisoner shot him; I did not see McGrath 
draw ■ pistol; if he had 1 should have seen 
him; the prisoner stated to the Captain that 
McGrath h id drawn a pistol on him.

Trial of the Conspirators. 

Washington, May liC— The court room 
was again crowded to-day with spectators 
of both sexes, the largest part of them being 
unable to find seats. The main attraction 
is the appearance of the prisoners. After 
the i j mense mass of evidence taken yes- 
terday had been read, Rev. Father Lanna- 
hau, living near Beantown, Md.,and Rev. 
lather Young, pastorof the Roman Church, 
we'e severall sworn, and testified that Mrs. 
Surratt had always had the reputation of 
being a woman of Christian character. 
These witnesses had never heard her ex- 
press either loyal or disloyal sentiments. 

Mr. Maulsby, brother-in-law of o'Laugh- 
lin, testified that the accused was engaged 
in the producebusiuess with his own broth- 
er in Washington, and that O'Laughlin 
and Booth were school fellows and had 
l)een intimate for twelve years. The coun- 
sel for O'Laughlin brought to prove that he 
made no flight or evasion, but was willing 
to surrender himself to the officers of the 
aw. The witness said he surrendered O'L. 
by authority of accused himself. 

Several other witnesses were produced 
by the Government to show the bad treat- 
ment our prisoners received at Anderson- 
ville. 

The defense called two or three additional 
witnesses to discredit the testimony of oth- 
ers relative to Dr. Mudd. 

At the opening of the Court Mr. Aikin, 
couusel for Mrs. Surratt, asked for a recall 
of the witness Yon Stenaker. He thought 
his testimony could be contradicted. 

Judge Advocate Holt Baid as the witness 
had been discharged without objection, hi 
could not recall him for the prosecution. 

B. F. Gwynn, re-examined by Aikin— 
Identified the letter written by Mrs. Surratt 
to Mr. Notfyr, on the H'h of April last, 
concerning settlement for a piece ol laud, 
and threatening to bring suit. 

Father Launahun tes.ilied to Mrs. S. as 
a good Christian woman, but knew noth- 
ing of her sentiments. 

Rev. Father Young gave similar testi- 
mony. 

G.*H. Calvert identified to a letter written 
by him to Mrs. Surrat, notifying her that 
Mr. Nothey was willing to settle with her, 
urging a settlement of his (Calvert's j 
claim of his late father's estate, however 
unpleasant. The witness was not at Sur- 
rattsville on the 14th of April. 

W. Lu Hoyle testified that he was ac 
quainted with Mrs. Surrat; had never heard 
her express her sentiments; knew John H. 
Surrat by sight; saw him in this oUt the 
latter part of February; he is tall, light 
complexion, delicate looking, between 
twenty and twenty-three years of age, and 
about six feel high; my impression is he 
did not wear it goatee or moustache. In 
the cross-examination he testified he did 
not know positively that he was over fiv<- 
feet nine inches in height. 

R. H. Maulsby testified that he resided 
in Baltimore; ani brother-in-law to Michael 
O'Laughlin; ho came from the south in 
August, 1K02; he w as w it Li his brother in 
the produce and feed business in Washing- 
ton till the fall of lsoti; his brother then re- 
moved from Washington, leaving him iu 
charge Of the business there; Michael had 
collection and receiving orders from custo- 
mers, the goods being supplied from Balti- 
more; he was here ou and oil" from the time 
his brother gave up business till the 14th of 
April. Witness knew Booth intimately; 
Mrs. Booth owns property opposite mj 
lioiw; Michael and William were school- 
mates of Booth's; Michael's intimacy with 
him has extended lor about 12 years; from 
the ISth of March till he came to Washing- 
ton ou the I.; n of April, Michael was with 
me; am positive that he was at home from 
the 1st of April to the 13lh. State the cir- 
cumstance of the surrender or arrest of 
himself — he arrived home after the assassi- 
nation Saturday evening; I saw him about 
7 o'clock; the officers hnd then been in 
search of him; 1 informed him of the fact; 
he told me— 

Mr. Bingham— You need v*- late what 
he said to you, the declarations of the 
prisouer cannot be adduced in the defense. 

Mr. Cox stated the evidence had been ad- 
duced by the prosecution to prove the pris- 
ouer was lleeiug from arrest, and it was 
legitimate, on the part of the defense, 
showing he voluntarily surrendered. 

Judge H-dl said the witness was caution- 
ed not to repeat the declarations of the pris- 
oner, he might state facts relative to re- 
quest. Did the prisoner protest his inno- 
cense? (Objected to by Mr. Bingham, ami 
the objection sustained by the Court.) State 
whether or not defendant asked you to pro- 
cure an officer to take him into custody ? 
He did. 

Mr. Bingham— I object to that, but wit- 
ness answered let it go. Wiiuess regarded 
O'Laughlin as of a very amiable di-po-i 
tion, never having seen him in a passion on 
political questions; he had never been vio- 
leut; never heard him express opinions on 
the issues of the day except iu a moderate 
manner. 

After recess witness gave an account of 
the surrender of O'Laughlin to the ollicers. 

An attempt was made to introduce evi- 
dence to show Booth was a man of pleus- 
iug address and likely to influence young 
men with whom he associated, but the 
court wouldn't allow it. 

Deny l innegan testified— Was in Mon- 
treal iu February; knew Sanders, Cleary, 
and others of that circle by sight; Ha w r them 
al St. Lawrence Hall and various public 
places; didn't see Jacob Thompson or 
Tucker; on the evening of the 14th or 15th 
February beard Cleary say to Sanders, "I 
'spose they are getting ready for the inaug- 
uration of Lincoln next month?" Sanders 
said, "Yes, but if the boys only have good 
luck Lincoln will not trouble them much 
longer;" Cleary said, "Is everything well?" 
Sanders replied, "Oh, yes; Booth is bossing 
the job." Witness considered it at the tint.- 
a piece of braggadocia; communicated to 
the Government a few days since; didn't 
know Johu Surratt. 

( has. Dawson identified the card sent to 
President Johnson ou the 14th ot April us 
the signature of Booth. 

diaries Livesay testified to the cruel 
treatment of prisoners by the rebels. 

James Young gave similar testimony. At 
Florence the keeper of the prisons threat- 
ened to starve us before they had made a 
raid through the country. 

John Young testified to the identity of 
the confession made by Kennedy, who was 
hung in New York some time since. The 
confession was made to Col. Burke and had 
been published.

idence the latter part of November; w itness 
onlv knew Booth's business from what he 
heard others say. What was the common 
talk t— 

Judge Bingham objected. Mr. Ewing 
said the defense wished to show that Booth 
was in the country ostensibly for the pur- 
pose of selecting and investing in lauds, 
i'his was introduced as explanatory to his 
meeting with Mudd, whose family were 
large land holders and anxious to sell land. 

Judge Holt thought the mere idle rumor 
was not properly admissable. 

Objection sustained. On cross examina- 
tion witness said he hadu't heard the 
prisonerexpress sentiments of opposition to 
the policy of the Government, and had 
never known any disloyal act of his; never 
saw a Confederate soldier about his house; 
have heard of his shooting some of his 
negroes; have no doubt of iU truth; heard 
that the slave refused to do something, and 
the Doctor shot him iu the calf of the leg to 
frighten him. Never heard him talk a 
great deal in opposition to the Administra- 
tion, except wun reference to the emanci- 
pation policy. 

Francis Lucas testified to having served 
on Christmas last to carry some articles 
purchased by Dr. Mudd from Washington 
to his home. 

J. C. Thomson, r: siding in Charles coun- 
ty, Maryland, testified that he was intro- 
duced to a man named Booth by Dr. Green 
at his house in October or November last; 
think he brought a letter to Green from 
somebody iu Montreal named Martin; it 
was simply a letter of introduction, stating 
that Booth w-auted to see the country. 

Wituess introduced Booth to Mudd. 
Booth's ostensible object was to purchase 
lands; he so stated to me, and I think I told 
him Henry Mudd, father of the accuseu, 
was a large propwrty holder and he might 
purchase laud from him. Booth asked me 
iu regard to the roads leading to the Poto- 
mac river. 

I told him I kn«w them as far as Allen's 
Fresh and Newport, but no farther. Then 
Booth asked me if there were any horses 
iu the vicinity for ,»ale, Udd him I did uol 
know, that the Government had taken 
them to Washingtou and sold them. Think 
Booth staid at Green's house that night and 
next day. 

I saw him again alwut the middle of De- 
cember, when he staid at Green's all night 
and left early in the morning. Dr. Green 
is seventy-four years of age, and bed-rid- 
den. On cross-examination, witness said 
Booth never owned any lands there. 

Court adjourned till to-morrow.

An Expedition Up Koanoke River. 

W.ymmnuton, May 26.— Acting Rear Ad- I 
miral Bradford, commanding North Atlan- .< 
tic Blookadiug Squadron, has forwarded to ' 
the Navy Department a copy of a letter I 
tr< mi Commander Macomb, giving details; 
of a successful expedition up Roanoke 
river by Picket Boat No. 5, under command I 
of Lieutenant Commander Thornton: 

The expedition proceeded as far up the I 
Roanoke as the rebel naval station Halifax, I 
and succeeded iu capturing the steamers \ 
Cotton Plant and Kisher Yalley, and the 
engines of Cushing's torjiedo boat, and an- 
• mi. r craft of some kind built by tbe rebels. 
Tbe vessels were ladeu with slaves, corn, 
thirty bales cotton, three cases goods, and 
six barrels brandy. The expidition also 
found twenty-three bales of cotton on the 
hank of the river, which were taken pos- 
session of and brought off. 
The communication of Commander Thorn- 
ton disclosed the fact that the Roanoke has 
been cleared of obstructions, and a number 
of guns sunk by the rebels raised. A large 
I nam ii y of Confederate cotton stored away 
ilong the banks of the river will be cap- 
tured. The rebel naval station at Halifax 
has been taken possession of by our forces 
uud will be held until further orders. 

The Review. 

The Tribune's Washington correspondent, 
speaking of the review says, naturally the 
comparison was made between the Eastern 
and Western troops.

Dis;iatclic- from pri- 
vate soutces guuted ■ material advance y. sterday iu hard, 
rettm-d, and standard manufactured sugars, and more 
firmness for choice grades of raw sugar, and Bio coffee 
advancing. There is an evident determination on ti e 
part of wholesale dealers and manufacturers to sell all 
s: .pie, and minor articles t< o, as low as they can rela- 
tively bv pun based everywhere. As we have heretofore 
noted, the more enterprising merchants have been for 
sometime duplicating all bills of prices for goods of the 
same n'.ality, of Cincinnati, or o.her rival marts. Iu 
furtherance of this they must have some assistance from 
the landlords, and one or two rai road mouopol e*. who 
haw very strangely forgottt-n the fact that everything 
has come down except their high rate* aud exorbitant 
tariffs. Labor regulates its-lf like trade used u> do, and 
must do again, by the dcniaud and i-npply; but landlords 
and railroads appear to be exempt from all influences, 
excep.iug the influence of getting all the money they can 
Irom their constituents, and ko-ping all they get. The 
rent of stores and all kinds of buildings are from .Vi to IS 
per cent too high, aud th* exorbitant rate of dwelling 
In. uses demands an immediate abatement. The exceeding 
h it'll price of Tint for dwellings is one of the most serious 
drawbacks to the prosperity ot our city. While the 
wholesale merchants are ready to sell at exceeding stuill 
profits to draw trade to the city, the retailers ami all 

tli- r* isjuall) int.-P-.-t d should l-nd a helping hand, and 
by a little coucessiou and concert of action it can be ac- 
complished.

Falls Navioable.— The Rieer was ri- 
sinir very fast yesterday, with 10 feet water 
in the canal last evening at dusk by the 
mark. During the previous 24 hours the 
rise at the head of the falls was 2 feet, and 
fully 6 feet at Portland. The w eather was 
cloudy aud cool all day. 

On the falls last evening in the pass there 
weie 8 feet water for descending boats, aud 
over 5 feet for up stream boats in the mid- 
dle chute. 

The Darling, from Memphis, that had 
been aground in the middle chute over 4* 
hours, was floated off early yesterday 
morniug, and was at the city wharf last 
evening, preparing to start to Cincinnati. 

The swift Morniug Star, the mail packet, 
came in from Evansville and Henderson 
early yesterday afternoon, ascending the 
falls aud lauding at the upper wharf. She 
had iu:> hhds of tobacco. 

The Alice Dean, from Memphis, ascended 
the middle chute last evening with a lot of 
cotton for Cincinnati. 

The Clara Dunning arrived early yester- 
day morning from Nashville, with a cabin 
fuil of passengers, ov<ir 400, and a fair 
freight. Over half her passengers were 
pan iled Confederates. 

The Huutsville arrived from Nashville 
last evening, with an immense pile of empty 
grain sacks, and some twenty-five or thirty 
bales of cotton, the latter for reshipmeut. 

The river at Cincinnati yesterday had 
risen six feet, and at Pittsburg it had fallen 
six inches. 

The Cumberland river continues at Hood 
tide, though falling yesterday, with over 
thirty feet water ou the shoal. The river 
had been very high, so high that the Corde- 
lia Ann, that had been left high and dry on 
bank at the former freshet has been floated 
off. 

Among the late arrivals at Nashville 
were the Miami, Amelia Poe, Cuba, 11a- 
vaua, and Diamond. The- Pilgrim had de- 
parted for the upper Ohio, aud the Shenan- 
doah and Emma were under orders to go 
to Helena for paroled prisoners. The Ber- 
muda aud the Miami are the next boats 
due from Nashville.

The timbers of this boat 
were displaced, above Ihe water line, but 
no material injury was inflicted. The 
Mercury was Imui Vicksburg for this port, 
with soldiers from hospital. Her pilot on 
which was Wiley McGee. The other was 
Billy Marshall. The Mercury was owned 
at Louisville."

Since the high water the great bulk of the 
coal has been lorwarded South to Mem- 
phis, St. Louis, Cairo aud New Orleans. 
Also a large amount that had been tied up 
along the Jeffersonville shore, awaiting a 
sufficient rise to float it over the falls, and 
the stock of coal for this market has not 
been increased, but it is computed to be ac- 
tually less than before the last run. 

The shipments since the 15th were fullv 
2,225,000 bushels, with 500,000 bushels at 
the foot of the falls at Sand Island and 
West Louisville awaiting shipment. The 
tow boats that went South were the Bengal 
Tiger, Eagle, Hawk, Veteran, Hyena, Coal 
City, Ajax, Star, Hornet, Collier, Dolphin, 
Tom Jones, and Fulton No. 3. The ten 
first named boats made two trips, first to 
Cairo, and now they are on their way to 
New Orleans with heavy towB of coal. The 
grand bulk of the coal was forwarded to 
fill orders and Government contracts, the 
price being 19 and 20 cents in barges, the 
barges returned, and 24 and 25 cents, in- 
cluding boats.
